Forum: Where is growth taking Blaine County?

HAILEY - Growth in the Wood River 
Valley is a two-edged sword. 

On one side, growth means prosperity. 
On the other, social infrastructure is 
affected. 

Hailey’s annual fall forum hosted by 
the Environmental Resource Center 
asked searching questions about com- 
munities’ growth: How do you balance 


the impact of growth within a communi- 
ty? What does the future, hold? What 
can local people do to shape their com- 
munities? 

On Tuesday and Wednesday 
evenings, panel discussions drew about 
50 to 100 participants each night. The 
ERC program showed a picture of San 
Diego superimposed over Ketchum and 
Sun Valley - asking, “Blaine County 
Growth: Where is it taking us?” 

“In Jackson Hole there’s a saying, 


‘Jack just won’t go back into the box,’" 
said Kathy Grotto of the Ketchum 
Planning Department. 

Grotto introduced guest panelists 
Geoffrey Anderson, an analyst with the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency's 
Urban Development Division; Myles 
Rademan, public affairs director in Park 
City, Utah; and Cindy Houben, commu- 
nity development director for 
Aspen/Pitkin County, Colo. 

The fall forum was a chance to get 


people talking about stresses that come 
with growth. 

The biggest stumbling block and asset 
in a resort community are its people, 
and “getting people to agree is a little 
Hike herding cats," Rademan said. 
“Resort communities are outpatient 
clinics for adults in arrested adoles- 
cence. They're in urban denial - they 
want to have the cows, but they don’t 
want to smell them."

TWIN FALLS - Yet another public 
hearing for a proposed subdivision at 
the southwest end of town will highlight 
today’s City Council meeting.

Local residents have vigorously 
opposed the subdivision on 83 acres 
straddling Pheasant Road West. They 
argue it will increase traffic danger on 
nearby roads. 

Few people have spoken against the 
development itself, which seeks.to 
locate 229 pre-manufactured homes on 
50 acres and up to 107 duplexes and sin- 
gle-family homes on the remaining land. 

According to city planners, the pre- 
manufactured homes would comprise a 
mobile-home park. Boise developer 
Gary Madenford, a former Twin Falls 
resident, has testified that homes would 
be trucked to the site in sections, then 
set on concrete foundations. Residents 
would own their own homes, but lease 


the homesites. 

The City Council already held one 
public hearing on Maden ford’s request, 
but took no action. 

At the 4 p.m. business meeting, coun- 
cil members will review the objectives 
of a stormwater study, that will be 
farmed ou t to a paid consultant. The 
. objectives include: 

• Identifying all watersheds within 
the city’s area of impact that send more 
than 20 acres of stormwater into Twin 
Falls Canal Co. ditches or natural drain- 
ways. 

• Projecting 'current and future 
runoff amounts in the city, under frozen 
and non-frozen soil conditions. 

• An Inventory of pollutant loads 
from storm runoff. 

• Identifying potential areas to hold 
stormwater, and how much stormwater 
each area could handle. 

• Estimating construction costs for 
the three largest areas that could hold 
stormwater, and cost per acre served.- ' 

The stormwater study should be com- 
pleted by Sept. Jl.

Disabled square dancer 
is an inspiration to others

— TWIN-FALLS— The-record-spins-on- 
thc turntable, country music fills the 
dance hall and out come square dancers 
- with Dick Beeson leading the pack. 

The caller sets the dance in order 
chanting, “Join hands, make a ring, cir- 
cle to the left, allemande left and right, 
left grand, promenade home.” As the 
squares are formed, Beeson, who is 
severely handicapped by Parkinson’s 
disease, sets a special sense of determi- 
nation. 

“I don’t know how he docs all he does, 
but he does. Most people would be in a 
wheelchair, but not Dick. His balance is 
all screwed up, yet he keeps going,” said 
Wilford Allison, caller for the Buttons 
and Bows Square Dance Club. 

“He’s been a real inspiration to all of 
-us^-Whonovor-wo-nood-help^Dickr 
always fills in. We just couldn’t have as 
good a club as we do without Dick. He’s 
the first one there and the last to leave," 
Allison said, 

Beeson was a professional truck dri- 
ver until about four years ago, when the 
disease made it necessary for him to 
stop driving. 

“I may have had to stop driving, but 
I’m not going to stop my life," Beeson 
said. "Square dancing is good for me 
physically, and it’s something I really 
like. If I can help other people by danc- 
ing, even if it is hard for me to keep up 
sometimes, I’m going to do it." 

The handicapped square dancer start- 
ed dancing as a teen-ager and has been 
active in square dance clubs for about 
28 years. He belongs to the Button and 
Bows and Magic Valley Singles dubs. 

“Dick helped me learn how to square 
dance. He knows everything about 
square dancing and’ is always helping 
the otliers. He’s my hero because of the

bashing and dire warnings of a 
war on the West. Organizers of 
the Western States Coalition 
want a seat at the administra- 
tion’s table, and have promised

invited. 

More tlian 250 Western law- 
makers, ranchers, miners, loggers 
and others tired of suffocating 
federal regulations. and per- 
ceived threats to their state and 
individual property rights 
opened tile WSC’s “Summit VII" 
Friday in Salt Lake with a 
notable lack of bombast. Sure, a 
few rhetorical grenades were 
lobbed, but it was a far cry front 
the harangue and table-pounding 
of previous summits; 

As WSC administrative coordi- 
nator Clay Hatch pointed out, 
"You haven't seen a single pic- 
ture of the president or (Interior 
Secretary) Bruce Babbitt with a 
slash drawn through it." 

Indeed, the coalition is stress- 
^lig-bllMrtlsaiKhliJTTrtihoirginnr- 
.five morning speakers were past- 
or current-GOP lawmakers. The 
group is seeking a “new environ- '• 
mental ethic, based on hope 
rather than fear, solution rather 
than conflict, education rather 
than litigation," said co-founder 
• and executive director Met 
Johnson. 

Johnson, a gruff New 
Harmony, Utah, horse rancher 
and former legislator, said the 
kinder, gentler image is inten- 
tional. 

“Four years ago, we were over- 
whelmed with things going " 
against us," said Johnson, refer- 
_ri ngjQjropQsed_grnzing. mining- 
and other land-use reforms pro- 
posed by the new administration. 
“We were in trouble and we had 
to make a lot of noise to let peo- 
ple know what was happening." 


In the meantime, he said, the 
coalition has grown from about 
25 people to 4,100 including law- 
makers and “stakeholders" — 
ranchers, farmers, miners and 
the like — “representing 25 mil- 
lion Americans.” 

— The ridc-nirncdrJnhnson'said, — 
with the Republican takeover of 
Congress in 1994. Now, Johnson; 
said, is the time for a peace offer- 
ing to an administration long per- 
ceived as the enemy. 

“We want to appear as states- 
men,” Johnson said. “What we’re 
saying is, ’We’ll quiet the 
rhetoric, and you don’t cater to 
the radical environmentalists.”’ 

• To that end, the coalition has 
sent a letter to Clinton asking for 
-a meeting as the administration 
gears up for the next four years; — 

“We hope to come to some 
agreement on goals for the coin- 
ing term; to make certain cases 
for change,” the letter said. “We

Western citizens." 

It’s no secret, Johnson said, 
■ that the coalition would like to 
see Babbitt gone. The group also 
wants a voice in selecting a new 
head of the National Forest 
Service.

foe by the coalition — retired in 
October. 

Johnson is plainly skeptical of 
these friendlier tactics. “But we 
■ have to pursue this first.

Tremendous growth and 
change are putting increased 
pressure on Blaine County and 
its government entities.

McClure an experienced 
voice in power politics 


From The Idaho Statesman 

Electricity seems destined to go the 
way of telephone service and other in- 
dustries. Deregulation, the experts say, is 
inevitable. They probably are right. 

Former Sen. Jim McClure also is right. 
Idaho’s interest lies in cooperation and 
consensus. To achieve that, all parties 
must support compromises that do the 
most to^proicct the state and ratepayers. 

In the' complicated world of power re- 
form, it's hard to see how most Idaho 
ratepayers will benefit. Already the rates 
are Jow. Tile focus must be on protecting 
those rates and vital environmental pro- 
grams. 

Congress is expected to act on deregu- 
lation in January, shortly after it goes 
into session. There are a number of bills 
to consider, hut at least one will call for a 
virtually open market - one which would 
allow retail customers to buy electricity 
from whatever supplier they choose. 

The danger for Idaho is that we have 
what many other people want: compara- 
tively cheap electricity. 

Will out-of-state companies ny to raid 
the market? In a world of deregulation, 
— Iimv-do-we-ensure-such-important-mis'- 
sions ns salmon restoration arc paid for? 
Who pays? Mow are growth costs paid, 


and by whom? 

To most Idahoans, the big question is 
how, or if, their low electrical rates will 
remain. Not only would a rate hike - as 
we compete with people willing to pay 
more for power - impact every home, it 
also could have a negative effect on busi- 
ness, industry and jobs. 

McClure says the Northwest needs a 
united front in Congress to protect our 
power. To achieve that, all sides must 
come together. Currently, the Compre- 
hensive Review Steering Committee is 
putting the final touches on a report to 
the governors of Idaho, Washington, 
Montana and Oregon. After that, the re- 
port will be turned over to the congres- 
sional delegations of the four states. Rep. 
Mike Crapo will plajpa critical role on 
the House side as chairman of a task 
force looking at Pacific Northwest ener- 
gy issues.

1 -party Republicans

If Idaho Republicans want to maintain 
one-party rule in this state, they should 
conduct legislative business in open ses- 
sion. 

For years, lawmakers have met in par- 
ty caucus meetings in private. The press 
and the public are not allowed. At mini- 
mum, lawmakers pick their presiding 
leaders, discuss schedules, set strategy 

— and hold issue briefings during these 

meetings. 

Any other elected body would be 
breaking Idaho’s Open Meeting Law but 
tlie lawmakers have a loophole. With Re- 
publicans now in absolute control of the 
state government, it’s time that loophole 
be closed. 

It’s a pretty good bet that legislators 

fe el more liberated to express o pinions 

where the public can't tioldlhem ac- 
• countable. 

And more than once, legislative lead- 
ers have used a caucus to put the 
squeeze on a rebellious member or com- 
. mittee chairman to follow the party' line 
on a tight vote. 

Since 1974, Idahoans have required 


their elected officials to conduct the pub- 
lic’s business out in the open. The law re- 
quires city council members, county com- 
missioners and school boards, for in- 
stance, to provide advance notice of pub- 
lic meetings. Votes must be taken in pub- 
lic. Any decision to go into executive ses- 
sion must be justified under the law. For 
instance, local officials often go into 
dosed session to discuss personnel mat- 
ters. 

Violations of-the law carry fines up to — 

$300, 

Legislators fall under tills law too. 
Committees and floor sessions are sub- 
ject to the act. But the law is silent about 
party caucuses. The idea here is that the 
House Republican Caucus is only part of 
the House and therefore, not a “govern- 
ing body." 

_ As a prac tical matter, however, I daho 

has entered an era of one-party rule. Rc- 
publicans control 59 of the 70 House 
seats. 

They control 30 of the 35 Senate seats. 
Gov. Pliil Batt is a Republican. Decisions 
made in GQP caucus meetings stick be- 
cause Democrats lack the numbers to 
challenge them. 


Jan. 1, 1997, Idaho will have one of the 
toughest child-support collection laws in 
the country. It can result in the suspen- 
sion of any state-issued personal license 
if parents (1) fail to pay their child-sup- 
port obligations and (2) fail to allow 
court-ordered visitations. This indudes - 
hunting and fishing licenses, concealed 
weapons permits and virtually all profes- 
sional and occupational licenses. 

It can affect any working parent: cos- 
metologists, teachers, nurses, farmers, 
doctors and attorneys. You risk losing 
not only your license to drive to work but 
your license to practice your trade. 

If this sounds harsh, it should. Non-pay- 
ment of child support is a serious offense. 
Idaho is the first state to include license 
suspension for denial of visitation. The 
new law has two messages for parents. It 
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Prop 3 would have protected us

While disappointed in the results of 
the election, I am deeply proud of and 
thankful for those who worked so hard 
to bring tliis opportunity to tlie table and 
those with tlie courage vision to vote for 
it.

Harassment complaints pouring in 


WASHINGTON (API — More 
-than 4,000 women have tele-' 
phoned art Army hot line with com- 
plaints of inappropriate sexual con- 
duct since revelations of a sex scan- 
dal involving women recruits and 
their leaders at a Maryland base. , 

'' “Yes, it Is the worst wejizvc seen,' 
and we never expected it,” Secretary 
of the Army Togo West said Sunday, 
describing growing evidence of sexu- 
al harassment in the Army. 

West, interviewed on CBS’ 
“Face the Nation," said well over 
4,000 complaints had been filed 
over the Army hot line. The 
Army intends to follow up in 
around 550 cases, he said. 

The hot line was set up after 
four drill sergeants and a captain 
at the Aberdeen Proving Ground 
in Maryland were charged with 
raping or sexually harassing at 
least a dozen female recruits. 

In a separate case at the Fort 
Leonard Wood training base in 
Missouri, four noncommissioned 
officers were charged last week with 
violating the Army’s absolute ban on 
personal relationships with trainees. 

West said that of the com- 
plaints received so far, about 74 
percent were from places other 
than Aberdeen. 

He said there was no indication 
that people in authority were 
aware of the alleged sex crimes at 
Aberdeen before women soldiers 
■ made the allegations in early 
September. What is worrisome, 
he said, is, “Even if they didn’t 


know, why than t they know. 
Referring to a 1995 survey in

Officials look into ‘smart’ air bags 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Trying 
to prevent more child deaths 
from inflating air bags, highway 
safety officials are exploring 
' whether weight sensors could be 
used to shut off air bags when 
small children occupy passenger 
scats. 

As the number of youngsters 
killed by air bags mounts — so 
far 30 children’s deaths are 
attributed to the devices — offi- 
cials are pushing automakers to 
come up with a* viable solution. 

Manufacturers warn that high- 
-ly sophisticated sensing systems - 
will not appear in air bags until 
the next century. Those systems 
would use technologies such as 
infrared or ultrasound to detect 
passengers who are out of proper 
position on the seat and automat- 
ically adjust air bag deployment 
to protect them.

Memory 
drug to 
be tested 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
drug, which in some tests of 
healthy elderly men restores mem- 
ory almost to that of young people, 
soon will be tested on patients with 

. dcr that destroys the mind. 

Dr. GaryLynebof the University 
of California at Irvfrip said Sunday 
the drug called ampakine CX-S16 
accelerates signals between brain 
cells and appears to significantly 
sharpen the memory. 

The drug, used in only mild 
doses, was tested on students in 
their early 20s and on men aged 
65 to 70 and the results were 
“particularly striking” among the 
older people. Lynch said. Hc- 
delivcred a report on the drug 
Sunday at a national meeting of 
the Society for Neuroscience. 

Lynch said clinical trials of . the 
drug consisted of memory tests con- ' 
ducte d with a nd with out CX-51 6.* 

Before taltinglhe drugs, the 
subjects were read a scries of 
nonsense syllables, then asked 
five minutes later to recall as 
many of them as possible. 

The elderly could recall, on 
average, only one of the syllables. 
The score for the young men 
averaged four our of 10.. 

The subjects later were given 
mild doses of ampakine CX-516, 
then retested. 

“The results for the 65- to 70- __ 
year-old men was particularly strik- 
ing,” said Lynch. “They scored 
near the range of young people." 

In some tests even the young 
experienced improvement in mem- , 
ory by about 20 percent, ho said. 

Lynch said the hope is that the ( 
drug will improve the memory of 
patients with Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease, a progressive disorder that 
destroys memory and other func- 
tions of the brain and eventually 
kills. About 5 million Americans, 
mostly elderly, have Alzheimer's.

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A touch is more 
eloquent than 
a symphony 

“I have always had a warm feeling for 
the father of the prodigal son in the 
Bible parable,” one man said. “When the 
prodigal finally came home, the father 
did not wait in the door with a prim word 
of welcome and a reluctant handshake. 
He ‘ran, and fell on his neck, and kissed 
him.”' 

The father instinctively knew what we 
all know — that touch can create an 
atmosphere of affection, of understand- 
ing, and even of forgiveness, that goes far 
deeper than any words that could be 
expressed. 

Each of us has woven into the fabric of 
his being a profound yearning for the 
softest, and most loving of touches. For 
our souls — that deep, inner core of all 
human beings — have a need for valida- 
tion, for completion and for the healing 
that comes from such touches.

Whether it be a light touch to the 
shoulder, the delicate ruffling of some- 
one's hair, an engaging hug, or a kind 
touch on the arm, touching — gently and 
tenderly — is soul food. 

There may, in fact, even be an actual 
transfer or flow of energy from one soul 
to another when, through touch, one 
person focuses on another with intensity 
and awarencss.'And that energy can 
have a soothing or healing power, to 
which Marta Konvin-Rhodcs, a concert 
pianist, attests. 

Korwin-Rhodes, who was in Warsaw 
when the city was besieged by the Nazis ' 
in World War II, was a volunteer nurse in 
. a hospital, caring for the wounded. She 
tell of this event:

through the wards, I noticed a sotider 
whose face was buried in a pillow. In his 
agony, he was sobbing and moaning into 
the pillow so that he would disturb no 

flow could I help him? I looked at my 
hands.

not transmit harmony directly without an ' 

instrument? — - 

When I took the boy’s head in my 
hands, he grabbed them with such 
force I thought his nails would be 
embedded in my flesh. I prayed that 
the harmony of the world would come 
to alleviate his p ain, 4iis sobs quieted. 
Then his hands released their grip, and 
he was asleep." 

Korwin-Rhodes’s touch cased the sol- 
dier’s pain and was a means of conveying 
love to him, a stranger. 

Although touch may not always pro- 
duce such dramatic results, its impact 
is often powerful. Awareness of touch, 
and its power, can bring a new vibran- 
cy to the most commonplace expedi- 
ences. 

"I have just touched my dog," wrote 
Helen Keller in her diary. “He was 
. .rolling on the grass with pleasure in 
every muscle and limb. 

I wanted to catch a picture of him in 
my fingers, and I touched him lightly as I 
. would cobwebs. But lo, his body resolved, 

_ stiffened and solidified into an upright 
position, and his tongue gave my hand a 
Kflc. 

He pressed close to me as if he were 
fain to crowd himself into my hand. He 
loved it with his tail, with his paw, with 
his tongue. Jf he could speak, I believe he 
would say to me that paradise is attained 
by touch." 

_ — Keller's: remarks lllusrrate; lovels-- 
the climate in which all living things' 
flourish, and sometimes even a single 
touch can evoke that atmosphere. It is, in 
fact, the capacity to project concern 
through touch and other means that lies 
at the heart of all deep and lasting rela-

Touch, the most universal of languages, 
however, is perhaps the most powerful 
and trusted means of conveying love, for 
loving touch does not lie. And it is some- 
times the surprise element in the emo- 
tion of being touched that accounts for 
the fact that very small gestures can pre- 
cipitate major changes in relationships 
and feelings. 

Touching transcends the space 
between self and another person when 
words are hard to find, when they 
aren’t enough, when there are no 
words, or when someone wants tD 
share joys, show support, or let anoth- 
er experience one’s understanding and 
caring. 

■ Touching is an embrace from the heart, 
creating warmth and support, and, at 
times, a feeling of comfort, or security or 
safety. Touch and Closeness equal each 
other. 

But touch must be respectful for, at 
times, it may be uncomfortable or cause 
feelings of distress or fear.

But Redux has its supporters in Idaho. 

“I tiiink it’s a safe and effective drug," 
said Dr. Laird Scaich, endocrinologist at 
Twin Falls Clinic and Hospital. “I pre- 
scribe it for patients who arc 25 percent 
over their ideal body weight, and many of 
them have had good results with it." 

But Scaich is quick to add that he won’t 
hand out a Red llx prescription to anyone 
who walks through the door. 

“They have to have an exercise pro- 
gram and a diet developed with die help 
of a dietician," he said. “Redux is not a 
drug that will work on its own, and it’s not 
a drug to be taken without restrictions."

Redux or fen-phen? 

. Even before Redux hit the drugstores 

‘ last summer, many people were already 

- taking another closely related appetite 

suppressant, a combination of the medi- 
cines fenfluramine and phent ermine. 

‘ Redux is known gencricully as 

dexfenfluramine. As the name implies, 
it is a refined version of fenfluramine, 
which is one-half of fen-phen. 

In its original form, fenfluramine 
came in two varieties that could not be 
separated: dexfenfluramine, which 
curbs hunger, and levofcnfluramine. 
which makes people sleepy. 

In the 1980s, doctors found they could 
offset the sleep-inducing symptoms of 
fenfluramine by combining it with 
■ ■ phentermine, a mild amphctamine-likc 

drug. The two balance each other. ■ 
Fenfluramine makes people drowsy; 


Fenfluramine gives people loose bow- 
els; phentermine makes them constipat- 
ed. 

Eventually, chemists found a way to 
take the levofcnfliiramine out of fenflu- 
ramine, leaving just dcxfenflurainine.

If fabric is 
washable, blot gently, rub with heavy- 
duty detergent and water, rinse in warm 
watfnlf non-washable, sponge with 
warm water, dry, sponge with grease sol- 
vent.

More men are tired these days Pose .

Hey, you men out there. Are 
you yawning? Do you find it. hard 
to get going in the morning? Are 
you failing asleep while reading 
the kids their bedtime stories? 

Take heart. You are not alone. 
A recent study looking at the 
problem of fatigue found that 
American men are reporting they 
feel more tired than their fore- 
bears did SO years ago. 

Donald L. Bliwise, director of 
the Sleep Disorders Center at 
Atlanta’s Emory University 
Medical School, compared how 
people in the 1980s answered 
questions about fatigue and sleep 
on a mental health questionnaire 
to how people answered tite 
questions in the 1930s. 

The same questionnaire, the 
Minnesota . Multiphasic 
Personality Inventory, was 
administered to 539 people in the 
early 1930s and to 1,108 others in 
the early 1980s. 

Bliwise found that 26.3 percent 
of the 1980s men said they felt 


unrested in the morning, com- 
pared with only 17.9 percent in 
the 1930s. A greater percentage 
of modem men (33 percent) also 
reported being more tired and 
having less stamina in the day- 
time than men did in the earlier 
era, when only 19.7 percent said 

There was no significant differ- 
ence, however, between the two 
groups when asked about sleep 
disturbances. So, how to explain 
the apparent increase] in tired 
men? 

Bliwise, whose survey was pub- 
lished In a recent issue of 
“Sleep," a journal of the 
American Sleep Disorders 
Association and tfte Sleep 
Research Society, proffered a 
number of possible explanations. 

It may be that men are sleep- . 
ing less these days, Bliwise said, 
noting a 1993 report by NIH’s . 
National Commission on Sleep 
Disorders Research showing that 
Americans in general are 
neglecting sleep in today's soci-

What do patients want when 
they visit the doctor? A new study 
suggests they expect a combination 
of information and empathy. 

“Our data highlight the previ- 

—ously-nrcognizcd gap-between-the 

clinician’s focus on objective dis- - 
ease and the patient’s subjective 
experience of illness," the 
researchers concluded. 

For example, the study warned, 
“the physician may sec a ‘cold,’ but 
the patient thinks of Uncle 
Charlie, whose fatal case of pneu- 
monia started with the sniffles.” 

The study is based on a survey of 
688 patients visiting three internal- 
mcdicine practices in Sacramento, 
Calif. The questionnaire asked 
patients about “things you felt 
were necessary for the doctor to do 
but which (for whatever reason) 
didn’t happen.” 

Specific questions asked about 
possible omissions by the doctor: in 
history taking, physical exam, labo- 
nnroryrc-5rroi"dlagiRBt!rinTagi)ig: 
drug prescription, referral to a spe- 
cialist and counseling or informa- 
tion-giving. Follow-up telephone 
interviews were conducted with 
most of the 125 patients who report- 
ed one or more omissions by the doc- 
tor. 

The study was conducted by a 
team from the University of 


California at Dans, UCLA and the 
Kaiser Permanence Medical 
Center in Sacramento. Results 
appeared in the Nov. 1 issue of the 
Annals of Internal Mcdidne. 

Not surprisingly, concern about 
symptoms was the most common 

source-of patients'-expectntions 

and possible disappointment — 
with a doctor visit. 

For example, one patient com- 
mented: “Yes, it’s my entire body. 
My extremities, connective tissue, 
everything is sore and painful. ... It 
warranted more than, ‘Well, let’s

If San Francisco 49er quarter- 
back Steve Young is pondering 
his future in football after suffer- 
ing the latest in a series of con- 
cussions last Sunday, he won't get 
much solid advice from science. 

There arc few medical studies 
to show the effects of haring sus- 
. mined several concussions. And 
no studies have been done to 
show if there is cumulative dam- 
age from numerous concussions 
in football. 

"That is something that has 
never been totally defined,” says 
Dr. Stephen Levy, medical direc- 
tor of neurological services and 
rehabilitation at Centlncla 
Hospital Medical Center in 
Inglewood, Calif. 

A few' studies have been done 
on boxers and on non-athletes, 
such as motorcycle riders. But, 
says Dr. Jim Kelly, a Chicago 
neurologist and sports medicine 
expert: “The data is still out on 
repeated concussions in foot- 
ball.” 

Young suffered a concussion 
during the first half of the Dallas 
game Sunday. He had absorbed 
several hard knocks and took _ 
himself out of the game with the 
49ers leading 10-0. (San 
Francisco lost in overtime.) 

In a statement released after 
the game, Young said: “I tried to 
come back in. But it was clear 
(that) in trying to call the plays I 
just wasn't focused. 1 feel much 
better now; my memory is com- 
ing back. I, along with the doc-

The injury was Young’s second 
concussion in three weeks; the 
earlier trauma came in a game 
three weeks ago in Houston.

Young, 35, has sustained five con- 
cussions during.his 10 years with 
the 49ers.

giddiness or unsteady gait; and 
reduced mental performance. 

“Sometimes a guy takes a hit 
and it’s only when you arc 
around the person for a few? min- 
utes you begin to see that the per- 
son isn’t acting normal,” Levy 
says. 

Former Rams quarterback 
Chris Miller, who suffered five 
concussions in a 15-month span, 
once stunned a friend *vhen he 
suddenly announced that he had 
to rush lo catch a plane because 
“we’re playing Denver tomor- 
row." In fact. Miller, who had had 
a concussion two weeks earlier, 
wasn't due to play, again for 
another week. 

. Athletic trainers often assess 
.concussions based on three 
descriptions of severity, says 
Howard Rappaport, a former 
National Football League trainer 
who is now with the Professional 
Sports and Orthopedic Care cen- 
ter th Pasadena, Calif. 

A Grade One concussion usual- 
ly docs not involve a loss of con- 
sciousness, Grade Two can cause 
a momentary lapse of conscious- 
ness, and Grade Three generally 
features significant memory loss 
and disorientation. 

Players usually remain out of 
action for at least two weeks after 
a Grade Two blow and four > 
weeks or more after a Grade 
Three, Rappaport says. But there 
arc few guidelines on what to do 
after back-to-back concussions.

If you could Ixtttlc a belly laugh 
or press a good guffaw into a pill, 
the result would be a superdnig 
capable of treating everything 
from a bout with the blues to heart 
disease and cancer. 

Laughing, researchers said

interferon, a disease-fighting pro- 
tein, rises with laughter as do B- 
cells, which produce disease- 
destroying antibodies, and T- 
cells, which orchestrate the 
immune response.

"If we took what we now know 
about laughter and bottled it,"

approval." 

. . ..Pioneering studies by Berk and 
Dr. Stanley Tan, also of Loma 
Linda, have shown that laughing 
lowers blood pressure, increases 
muscle flexion and triggers a flood 
of lx:ta endorphins, the brain’s nat- 
ural motphinclikc compounds diat 
can induce a sense of euphoria. 

Laughter’s most profound 
effects, the researchers say, occur 
on tlje immune system.

People who are typically hostile 
and prone to anger are more likely 
to suffer heart attacks and sudden 
death than their chuckling, laid- 
back counterparts. The reason? 
Stress hormones, which include 
adrenaline, bombard the hearts of 
hostile people, forcing the organ to 
beat as if in a constant state of 
fight or flight.

Injured officer’s talking after 
7 years of unexplained silence

Severely brain-damaged from 
being shot in the forehead, 
Tennessee police officer Gary 
Dockery Iiadn’t said a word in more 
than seven years. So when he sud- 
denly started blurting out words 
one night last February, his family 
was not only astonished but also 
hopeful that he might recover liis 
lost ability to speak, eat and walk. 

It hasn’t happened. 

Dockery responds intermittently 
by blinking his eyes or shaking his 
head, but has not spoken a word 
since early March, his brother and 
guardian Dennis Dockery said: 
Gary Dockery, who turned 43 
last month, lives in a nursing home 
on Signal Mountain, outside 
Chattanooga, where he lias stayed 
since he was shot while responding 
to a household dispute in 1988. 
Dockeiy has not left the nursing 
home in eight years except for 
brief hospitalizations. 

He breathes on his own but can- 
not walk. Nurses’ aides dress fu'm 
and help him into a chair or wheel- 
chair during the day. From long 
disuse, his limbs have withered 
and his joints stiffened. A feeding 
tube leads through liis belly button 
to liis stomach. He is incontinent. 

' Doctors are still at a loss to 
explain Dockery's sudden, brief 
recovery of speech last February. 
But they say it was hardly the 
miraculous awakening widely por- 
trayed by the media at die time. 

“What happened was extraordi- 
nary," said Bruce Kaplan, chief of 
neurology at Columbia-Parkridge 
Medical Center in Chattanooga, 
where Dockery was treated. But it 
is “science fiction” to say Dockery 
woke up from a coma, Kaplan said. 

For one thing. Gary Dockery was 
not comatose. He had not even 
been.fully unconscious. 

“He’s always been responsive in

“He has had purpose- 
ful, if limited, interaction with the 
world for years.”

Vegetative state , coma: Medical 
terms for 2 distinct conditions

Doctors, distinguish two main 
types of prolonged unconscious- 
ness: vegetative state and coma. 

A vegetative state is an “awake 
but unaware” condition with inter- 
minent eye-opening but no mean- 
ingful response to surroundings. 
Coma is a slceplike state, with the 
person utterly unaware and the 
eyes constantly closed. 

The condition of a brain-damaged 
person depends not only on the 
severity of the injury but also on 
which pan of die brain is harmed. 

The brain stem, the lower pan of 
the brain leading to the spinal 
cord, controls the most basic bodily 
functions: breathing, heartbeat 
and reflexes such as the narrowing 
of the pupils when a flashlight 
shines' into the eyes. The upper 
pan of die brain, the cerebral cor- 
tex, or “gray matter," controls per- 
ception, awareness and emotion — 
the cognidve functions that distin- 
guish human beings from animals. 

The cortex of the brain is 
extremely sensitive to loss of oxy- 
gen or blood supply. It usually dies 
within four to six minutes after car- 
diac anest. The brain stem, howev- 
er. can survive slightly longer — IS 
to 20 minutes — without oxygen. 

Patients in a vegetative state 
have lost the higher cerebral pow- 
ers of die brain, but the brain stem 
remains relatively intact, preserv- 
ing breathing and reflexes. 

Patients in a coma have severe 
damage to bodi the upjier cortex of 
die brain and die brain stem. Brain 
-death is the total and irreversible 
absence of lirain funaion.lt is a legiil- 


ly accepted definition of death. A 
liroin-dead person cm sometimes lx.- 
kept lireathingon an artificial rtspini- 
tor long enough to preserve bodily ' 
organs for possible tr.uisplantadon. 

A coma rarely lasts more than 
two to four weeks. The comatose 
patient either dies or recovers — . 
or enters a vegetative state, resum- 
ing a sleep-wake cycle with |>eriods 
of eye-opening hut still no mean- 
ingful interaction. 

Some patients move beyond die 
vegetative state, regaining a 
degree of awareness. Others 
remain in a vegetative state for 
years, or even decades. The most 
common cause of death for a per- 
son in a persistent vegetative state 
is infection, such as pneumonia. 

An estimated 15,000 to 25,000 
adults nationwide are in a persis- 
tent vegetative state, according to 
the American Medical Association. 
Traffic accidents, gunshots, falls, 
strokes and degenerative brain dis- 
ease are the most common causes. 

Patients in a vegetative state cm 
appear eerily normal. They occasion- 
ally grimace, shed teats or laugh out 
loud. Neurologists say such patients 
react to painful stimuli as a reflex 
hut do not consciously feel pain 
because they have lost diat capacity 
fmni damage to the upjier brain. 

Tennessee police officer Gary 
Dockery, who is severely brain- 
damaged from a pistol shot to the 
head eight years ago, is neither 
comatose nor in a vegetative state, 
doctors said, because lie retains 
partial consciousness. Although 
there is virtually no chance that he 
will recover, they said, he may sur- 
vive indefinitely.
